REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowed over the previously applied art in view of appUcants amendment and arguments filed 
7/26/04. Tanimoto et al. (U.S. Patent 5,240,544) is cited to show it was known to form an 
adhesive solution by graft modifying an ethylene/a-olefin copolymer with a polar monomer and 
then dissolving the graft modified copolymer in an organic solvent. Kinoshita et al. (U.S. Patent 
4,908,41 1) is cited to show it was known to form an adhesive dispersion by graft modifying an 
ethylene/a-olefin copolymer with a polar monomer and then dispersing the graft modified 
copolymer in an aqueous solvent. However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an 
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adhesive dispersion comprising ethylene/a-olefin copolymer modified with a grafted polar 
monomer dispersed (as opposed to dissolved) in an organic (as opposed to aqueous) solvent 
having the claimed copolymer content, intrinsic viscosity, crystallinity, and particle size .
